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ABSTRACT 

Singrauli is situated on southern comer between Uttar Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. 

It falls under the district Sonbhadra of Uttar Pradesh and Sidhi of Madhya Pradesh. The 
entire mining area is represented by dry deciduous forests, degraded forests with dominant 
species of Madhuca longifolia var. latifolia (Roxb.) Chevalier. About 180 species belonging 
to 145 genera of 59 families have been collected from the coal mines area. The paper 
deals with the systematic enumeration of all species collected from the area along with 
ecological notes. Pollution aspects and conservation measures have been discussed. 

INTRODUCTION 

The present study was initiated with the objective to have first hand information of 
the floristic account survey of Singrauli coal mines area. In Singrauli area coal deposits 
are found more than 50 feet deep. By virtue of that, particular plant species cannot be 
considered as coal mines indicator. However Madhuca longifolia var. latifolia (Roxb.) 
Chev. has been observed as the dominant species in most of the coal mines area.. The 
present study was continued for 5 years and exploration tours were undertaken in different 
seasons to the mining areas. Environmental Planning and future prospects were not the 
part of our study. The observation regarding the pollution resistant plant of the area has 
also been made. Our work was mainly confined to die floristic survey, vegetation accounts 
of the area and if possible try to determine indicator plant species. The period of observation 
and study was short considering the area and various aspects of environmental problems. 
No definite conclusion could be drawn with small samples and short visits except the 
complete records of natural and overburden vegetation of the area. 

Topography 

The district Sonbhadra was a part of Mirzapur district before its division. The topography 
of the district is represented by parallel ranges of hills (100-400 m) running east to west 
and western portion of Rihand river is characterised by complicated hilly areas and has 
hills of considerable heights (250-600 m). These hills have been subjected to great physical 
distortion and represent a much older rock type and instead of pure sandstone other rock 
types are visible there in vertical disposition of strata. Folding and bending of the river 
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Sone and its two important tributaries viz., Riband and Kanhar have greatly influenced 
the vegetation of the district. There are many water reservoirs with considerable aquatic 
vegetation. Break sites of submerged lands in most cases have scrubby vegetation. 

Singrauli is situated on southern corner between Uttar Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. 
It falls under the district Sonbhadra of U. P. and Sidhi district of M. P. Singrauli coal¬ 
fields spread over an area of about 2200 sq. km. Major parts falls in Sidhi district of 
M.P. and only 300 sq. km of north eastern part of Sonbhadra district of U.P. has been 
covered in the mining area. 

There are 11 mining blocks viz., Kakri, Bina, and Marak located in U. P., Khadia 
and Dudhichua located partly in U.P. and M. P. .Jhingurda, Gorbi, Jayant, Nigahi Amlohri 
and Moher in M.P. The Singrauli region is fast developing as an important energy center 
of the country. Besides, three super thermal power stations of NTPC and two of U.P. 
State Electricity Board, Renu Sagar Power Company in the private sector is also situated 
in the vicinity of the region. All thermal power stations are fed by above mentioned eleven 
coal fields. Now a days this area is developing as a new complex Industrial center of 
Uttar Pradesh as well as Madhya Pradesh. This area had been taken for floristic and vegetation 
studies during 1988 to 1993. Four exploration tours were undertaken in different seasons 
and about 300 field numbers have been collected from different localities of the area. 

VEGETATION AND FOREST TYPES 

The vegetation types of the area can be divided into following four categories viz., 

1. Dry deciduous mixed forests. 

2. Degraded forests. 

3. Vegetation of overburden area in coal mines. 

4. Plantation done by the Forests department, NTPC and Coal mine department. 

Dry deciduous mixed forests 

In general, the vegetation is sparse except the forests. The permanent vegetation 
is of tropical dry deciduous mixed type. These forests are found on gentle slopes of hills, 
valleys and foot hills. The common species are Anogeissus latifolia, Diospyros 
melanoxylon, Sterculia urens, Acacia catechu, Butea monosperma, Aegle marmelos, 
Buchanania lanzan, Phyllanthus emblica, Madhuca longifolia var. latifolia and Albizia 
°doratissima. 

Degraded forests 

This type of forests commonly occur along the habitation area. Due to great biotic 
pressure, protected forests are seen like degraded forests near Singrauli Thermal Power 
Project and Waidhan tehsil of Sidhi district of M.P. along the coal mines area. The common 
species are Butea monosperma, Anogeissus latifolia, Lagerstroemia parviflora, Acacia 
nilotica ssp. indica, Calotropis procera, Lantana camara, Carissa congesta and 
Baccharum spontaneum and bushes of Ziziphus species. 
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Vegetation of overburden area in coal mines: 

The overburdened area simply results because of the removal of soil and rocks including 
natural vegetation and dumping it at another place in search of coal. Sometimes the digging 
is more than 60 feet deep and when it is removed the upper soil and vegetation farm 
the lowest layer and the underground rocks from the upper layer of the overburdened 
sites. It appears like an artificial hill. After a few years some species naturally come up 
on these rocks and soil formation begins. This may be called primary succession. None 
of the planted species have been able to establish on these sites. After one to three years 
of plantation most of the species dry off. The common species found in this area are: 
Polycarpaea corymbosa, Acanthospermum hispidum, Sebastiania chamaelea, Aristida 
adscensionis, Cenchrus ciliaris. Tragus roxburghii, Eragrostiella brachyphylla, Heteropogon 
contortus, Ziziphus nummularia, Z. mauritiana var. fruticosa, Trema orientalis, T. politoria, 
Hyptis suaveolens, Phyllanthus maderaspatensis, Evolvulus alsinoides, Melanocenchris 
jacquemontii and Butea monosperma. 

Plantation done by Forests department, NTPC and Coal mine department 

The Forests department, NTPC and Coal mines people have planted some species 
near ash water reservoir of Renu Sagar. viz.. Cassia siamea and Eucalyptus umbellata 
have been planted along the reservoir of thermal power project and at some places they 
have planted Casuarina equisctifolia. All the above mentioned species are also planted 
near office complex and residential areas, besides some of the residents in the colony 
have developed their own garden in the premises which also include fruit trees viz., 
Annona squamosa, Psidium guajava, Mangifera indica and Carica papaya. 

Pollution resistant plants 

Pollution is an undesirable change in air, water and soil, which may be harmful to 
human beings, animals and plants. In Singrauli coal - mines area various kinds of pollution 
are man made. Environmental pollution from a power generating station occurs due to 
solid, liquid, gaseous discharge and noise. Following types of pollution are found in the 
study area. 

1. Air pollution: Fly ash. Sulphur dioxide, dust and coal dust with small particles. 

2. Water pollution: Various chemicals, dissolved ash, coal particles are discharged with 
water outside the plant. 

3. Thermal pollution: Increase of temperature in the area is inevitable. However, plantation 
of trees in area and lawns will reduce the effect. 

4. Noise pollution: The thermal power area has created serious noise pollution which 
affects the human beings on their nervous systems and hearing organs. Shrubs and 
bushes may be planted in 2>3 rows around the plant to minimise the noise pollution 
around the colony. 

All four kinds of pollution have a cumulative effect in the area. In our observation 
most of the plants having large leaves are more sensitive towards pollution. Some of 
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them are Mangifera indica, Tectona grandis, Terminalia catappa, Artocarpus 
heterophyllus etc. In this regard, it is suggested that plants with small leaves or small 
leaflets will be more suitable for the plantation in the area. 

hist of plants resistant to water pollution in the area: 

Typha angustata, Ipomoea carnea ssp. fistulosa, /. aquatica, Marsilea minuta, 
Lemna perpusilla, Fimbristylis bisumbellata, Cyperus rotundus, C. difformis, Eragrostis 
atrovirens, Bergia ammannioides, Polygonum barbatum, Rumex dentatus, Eclipta alba 
and Eichhornia crassipes. 

List of plants resistant to air pollution in the area: 

Cassia siamea, Acacia auriculiformis, A. nilotica ssp. indica, Tephrosia purpurea, 
Ficus bengalensis, F. religiosa, Madhuca longifolia var. latifolia, Butea monosperma, 
Parkinsonia aculeata, Diospyros melanoxylon, Woodfordia jruticosa, Datura metel, Eucalyptus 
umbellata, Heliotropium indicum, Croton bonplandianum, Calotropis procera, Echinops 
echinatus, Solanum virginianum, Aristida adscensionis, Cynodon dactylon, Cenchrus 
ciliaris, Digitaria setigera, Prosopis juliflora, Tamarindus indica, Delonix regia, Wrightia 
tinctoria, Moringa oleifera, and Trema orientalis. 

To minimise the noise pollution it is suggested that the common bushes and shrubs 
may be planted in the form of hedges in one or two rows around the coal mines operation 
areas and thermal power station. This may include Carissa opaca, Lawsonia inermis, 
Ipomoea carnea and Pedilianthus tithymaloides. 

FLORISTIC ANALYSIS 

The floristic composition of the coal mines area reveals 180 species belonging to 
144 genera and 59 families. Out of these, 134 species belonging to 109 genera and 50 
families are of dicots and 45 species belonging to 34 genera and 8 families are of monocots. 
The Marsilea minuta is the only pteridophytic species growing in the marshy places of 
the area.
